Cost of Depression 


Do you have any idea what the cost of the depression to 
the American people has been since 1929? Probably not— 
but you do know it is a staggering sum. 

According to an estimate for the Temporary National Eeo- 
nomic Committee it is 178 billion dollars—and workers, farm- 
ers and investors have all shared the loss. And each month 
of continuing depression—with men and machines idle—adds 
to the vast sum. Yet even these losses measured in dollars and 
cents are described as ‘* very conservative’’—and ‘‘they do not 
include the involved in idleness of four million new 
workers added to the net employable population since 1929. 
Neither do they estimate the value of lost skills, or of disrup- 
tion in business organization, or of lower national morale as 
a result of depression,’ comments the United States Weekly, 
an independent paper published in Washington, D. C., whieh 
continues its comment as follows: 


cost 


“The figure of cost is arrived at by estimating the 
wages and salaries of workers, the gross income of farm- 
ers and the income of stockholders that would have been 
received if national income had been maintained at the 
1929 rate over the years since 1929, contrasted with the 
income of these groups that aetually was reeeived,”’ 

A pictogram used by the News in illustrating the article 
“reveals that including wage earners and salar- 
ied employes, suffered a depression loss of 119 billion dol- 
lars as measured by the formula used by the TNEC. This 
is two and one-half times as much as actually was paid out 
in salaries and wages during the boom year of 1929. It is 
nearly 50 per cent larger than the total national income 
of all groups in that vear. 

“Depression losses to farmers, owing largely to lower 
prices of the commodities they produce, reach 39 billion 
dollars, or more than three times the gross farm ineome 
of the prosperous 1929 vear, 

““Tnvestors, on their part. are down for a depression loss 
of 20 billions. This is three times the amount paid out in 
dividends during the year of peak industrial prosperity. 

“All of these are set down as dollar losses. In other 
words, 1! there had been no depression, the workers and 
farmers and investors of the United States, according to 
the estimate made to the TNEC, would have had 178 bil- 
lion more dollars than they actually have had. This means 
that each man, woman and child in the nation could have 
had more than one thousand additional dollars to spend. 

“But the real depression cost is measured in terms of 
lost production of goods and lost work. 

“That thousand dollars for each person would have 
been translated into more and better homes, more automo- 
biles, more and better factories, more clothing, more food. 
more medical eare, more of all of those things that go to 
make up a standard of living of a people. These demands, 
in turn, would have meant more work to go with more 
jobs. 

“Such is the pieture drawn for Senators and Repre- 
sentatives and officials of government departments who 
are starting out now to find out what caused the break- 
down in the nation’s eeonomie machinery and what keeps 
that breakdown from being fully repaired.’’ 

And it is pointed out that the nation’s debt—which is now 
approximately 40 billion dollars—is less than a fourth as im- 
portant as the losses caused by the depression during the past 
nine years. However, covernment economists insist that if the 
problem of idleness could be solved so that the workers were 
put back in their jobs and produce the goods they are capable 
of producing—then the national debt, large as it is, “would 
bear lightly on the people.’’ In that case the national income 
would be 80 billion dollars or more—instead of 62 billion dol- 
Jars—out of which to pay cost of government. 

And now the problem the TNEC is trying to solve is how 
to remove the barriers that still stand in the way of full em- 
ployment of the country’s men, machines and money. Until 
that is accomplished there will still be added billions each year 
to depression costs—and the national debt will continue to in- 
crease. 

The country as a whole would gladly welcome an_ early 
solution of the problem in a way that would be the means of 
getting economic conditions somewhere near normal again,

Unless Uncle Sam decides to put wheels un- 
der the little red schoolhouse, he will speedily have to devise 
some means of keeping this nation’s, and this state’s, small 
rolling stones from dropping their three R’s as fast as they 
pick them up. An army of illiterates is an army that lends 
no strength to the country!

| Garden Notes

THE CAUSE OF COLOR 


It is interesting to learn that the 
yellow colors in fall foliage is 
caused by one or both of two pig- 
ments known as carotin and zan- 
thophyll. These pigments are 
present in the leaf all through the 
Summer but are hidden by the 
green chlorophyll. Chlorophyll 1s 
the substance which changes the 
raw materials cf the sap into com. 
plex starches and sugars which the 
plant can assimilate and use for 
the building of new tissues. In the 
fall the production of green chlor- 
ophyll slows up and finally stops 
So that when the leaf uses up the 
available supply, it appears yellow. 

WHY SOME ARE RED 

Red color is caused by the pig- 
ment known as anthrocyanin, This 
pigment is formed later in the sea. 
son and is produced when the days 
are warm and the nights are cco). 
The sunshine causes the red pig- 
ment to develop and the cool 
nights slow up the sap flow and 
thus keep it from moving from the 
leaves to other parts of the plant. 

The amount of red noticeable in 
the leaf then depends on the na- 
ture of the plant and the amount 





of yellow and green pigment 
present.

Fifth Largest Sum 
By PWA in Year 


With the virtual completion of 
allotments by the Federal Public 
Works Administration under the 
1938 program, Public Works Ad- 
ministrator Harold L. Ickes an- 
nounced that California had re- 
ceived the fifth largest amount of 





money of the states. Only New 
York, Pennsplvania, Illinois and 
Ohio, in the order named, had been 
granted more funds; a total of 
$29,826,268 had been allocated to 
Californ'a communities. Of this 
amount, $28,522,268 constituted 


outright grants and $1,304,000 was 
advanced in loans. 

Since the PWA contributions in- 
variably are 45 per cent of the 
costs of projects it aproves, this 
means the construction program 
benig released in California under 
this agency’s sponsorship will put 
into active circulation the grand 
total sum of $68,313,128. The num. 
ber of projects thus assured for 
this state is 292.
